The Superiority of the French upon the 

Rhine, bas had almoft the very fame Effeét, 
Which I foretcdd in my Jaft ; and indeed, a

Tis a miferable Reflection to look back 
Upon the Confusions of the Empire, that no 
_Asguments can prevail with chem to detend 
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themfelves againftan Invafion, which their 
own Rea{on could not but foretell them for 
fome Months paft, was-preparing for them ; 
for the Preparatidns for this Expedition 
have not been made ia Silence and inStealths 
Could thefe States, Circles, and Princes; 
whofe Contingents are wanting, and whofe 
Quota of Troops is not compleat, but be 
ruin’d alone, no Man would pity them; 
but the Effeéts of thefe things are felt even 
to England, an@ to every part of the Con». 
federacy ; and what the Event of {uch things: 

may be, who fhall foretell ¢ 
When the Frexch fhall have taken Ha-. 
guenau, and we are. affur’d itcan make no 
long Refiftance, what fhall hinder them, 
laying the 4th Siege to Lendau , and taking 
it too before you can ke ready to relieve 
it? or what fhall now hinder Marfhal et 
rom 
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from marching 2j000 Men thro’ the Meart 
of Germany again into Baveris, and making 
them up to double that Number there out 
of the exafperated Boors. ? 

If thele things bappen, aeT fe nothing 
can preyent, ber a {econd Bswtian March 
of che Dmke of Meribcrenghs We thait 
give busa vesy indifferent Accuunt of the 
Campaign, and of all our. forward Hopes of 
beeaking into France. *Tis true, ’tisa long 

rch into Bavariz, and che Fr. muft take 
Ulm and Meinghen io their way, for thet 
Retreat will becut off; but we kaow alfo 
that the(@¢ Towhs cannot hold long, and 
we have gp Reafon to hope are very well 
provided ap defend themfelves. 

Add ta thefe things the Pofture of Af- 
fairs in Indy, where ifPrince Eugene fhould 
receive another Blow, we may foon find 
the French a fecond Time at the Gates of 
Trémt, and opening a Communication with 
Bavaria by the Paffes of Tirol. 

What fhall we fay in the mean time, that 
the Palatine Troops, tho’ that Prince 
has always been thought fincerely in the 
Intereft of the Empire, are not yet ftirr’d 
from their Quarters, tho’ hir’d laft year to 
affift Prince Eugene ? Thefe are the Hopes 
deferr'd, which make the Heart of the 
Confederacy ficks and if that brave Prince, 
who has always had infuperable Difficulties 
éo ftruggle with, as well as a fuperiour Ene- 
my, fhou!d be difappoirited of his Succours, 
and baulk’t in his Attempts,the Coufequen- 
ces are fhort and eafie, your faithful and 
fteady Ally the Duke of Savoy will be inevi- 
tably ruin’d, his Capital City fall into the 
Hands of the French, trom which Hour 


they will be’at leifure to fpare 25000, Men. 
_ to march immediately into Catalonia, and 


unravel all your Conqueft in Spain. 

I do not pretend to fay thefe chings are 
dire€lly in the View of the French, 1 thank 
God I aim in none of their Meafures; but I 
appeal tothe Knowledge of every private 
Reader, whether thefe Conje€tures are not 
rational 5 and whether we may not very 
eafily fee things very feafible in che Procefs 
of a vi€torious French Army, when no Con- 
cert,no Union of Councils,ao Conjunétion of 
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Forces, no timely Preparations are in our 
View on the other fide. ia 
’Tis very hard, that People will not be 
inftruéted by their own Loffzs, and thatthe 
very Circles,that have been moft-harafs’d by 
the Frensb, thould noc be forward topre: 
vent thé like Diftraétions. : |

counts abroad; which if only call’d for by 
you, willcome fhert and deticient, and the 
whole will not in all probabillity come co 
above ss. inthe /. as you may difpofe of 
it : butas | know how't6 improve thele 
things, how to make the be ft ot them, how 
to work up the Goods in my way, or fell 
them in my Trade, they will be of much 
more Value to me; if therefore you will 
Jeave themall to me, or having receiv'd the 
Surrender, fell back the faid Effe&s tu me, 
Vil pay you 8 per J. for them act fuch and 
fuch Payments.
